Others, who pay their property 
tax through a lender, are being 
asked to send a registered letter 
(return receipt requested) to the 
lender stating: “I protest that 
part of my current school tax bill 
|rendered unconstitutional in Ser- 
rano vs. Priest, by the Supreme 
Court of California. Please ad- 
vise the County Tax Collector of 
my protest.” 

Taxpayers are also requested 
to consider this information as 
tax advice only—not legal advice.

Ford is president 
of the Albany Peace Officers As- 
sociation, who have offered to act 
as negotiators for the policemen. 
The Albany Fire Department 
was well-represented by firemen 
Mike Koepke and Raymond Gon- 
zalves, directors of the newly- 
formed Albany Fire Fighters’ As- 
sociation, who pointed out that 
|the Fire Department is seek- 
ing parity in basic salaries only— 
not on hours, benefits or other 
conditions. 

After a heated discussion on

Watch Your Stamps 

Postal Officials in Berkeley 
have announced that ‘Stamps,’ 
to be produced and issued by a 
so-called ‘“‘independent postal sys- 
tem,” may not be used on matter 
being deposited in the U.S, Mails. 

Referring to reports that “ipsa 
stamps” with denominations of 
one to 50 cents were to be issued 
by a private firm on November 
30, the Postal Service noted that 
putting such stamps on envelopes 
or packages would disqualify 
such envelopes or packages for 
mailing in the U.S. Mails. 

This is true even if the mail 
should carry additional legal U.S. 
postage stamps, the Postal Sery- 
ice cautioned, 

If deposited in receptacles for 
U.S, Mail, letters carrying the so- 
called ‘‘stamips’’ are subject to 
réturn to mailers and postage 
due charges. 

Mailers should make certain 
that the only stamps to be affixed 
to their letters and packages are 
the official U.S. postage stamps, 
if they want to insure prompt 
delivery.
